pressure in other matters, 
such as toilet training, will 
make them hesitate to start 
talking. T h e i r watchword 
seems to be: "Let's lick one 
problem at a time. Gee, mom, 
I can't learn everything all at 
once!" 


Q—What should be done 


with a 7-year-old child who is 
nervous and high-strung? 


A—Nervousness is a vague 


term that may indicate rest- 
lessness, e a s y fatigability, 
overexcitability, short span of 
attention or timidity without 
apparent reason. 
In some 


children these symptoms may 
be a result of being pushed 
beyond their mental or physi- 
cal capacity, competition with 
older brothers or sisters or a 
reflection of anxiety in the 
parents. 


The first step in treatment 


is to try to find the cause and 
correct it. It is important to 
let the child know that he is 
loved irrespective of his ac- 
complishments and to arrange 
a well-balanced program of 
work, rest and play as well as 
a well-balanced diet. If the 
child is too serious, try to in- 
ject a little gaiety into the 
family life. 


Q—Last April my 22-month- 


old daughter died of menin- 
gococcemia. It took her off 
after only six hours of illness. 
What caused it and is there 
any cure for it? 


A—In this disease menin- 


gococci, a type of bacteria, in- 
vade the blood stream. Al- 
though meningococcal infec- 
tions are generally amenable 
to treatment with penicillin, 
the tragic type known as ful- 
minating i n f e c t i o n leaves 
everyone, including the doc- 
tor, utterly helpless because 
it works so fast.

taken from this column. 


The hands are grouped to 


cover various points of bid- 
ding and play. 


Hand No. 5 illustrates the 


use of a three-card suit as the 
opening bid with a 20-point 
hand. This is not a forcing 
club bid. It is not a "short" 
club in the sense that some 
people use it. It is a three- 
card suit bid because it is 
just the best way to start out 
with this type of hand. If 
partner passes at one club 
you weren't going anywhere 
in any event and while you 
probably would p r e f e r to 
play at one with a four-card 
suit you aren't going to be 
hurt. 


This time South responds 


\\ith one h e a r t and North 
jumps to two spades and then 
to tour hearts to show his 
great strength.

One 
of the unlovelier areas of the old 
plant was the stereotype room 
where paper matrices were cast 
into hot metal for national news 
pictures and display advertise- 
ments— an Inferno of heat and 
smells and scrap metal. It's been 
unused and dark seven months, 
and the eight tons of metal that 
used to be its life-blood has been 
sold off to other newspapers. 


The old stereotype room is 


being relocated and rebuilt and 
furnished as a women's lounge- 
testimonial to the fact that the 
newspaper 
now employs more 


women than it does men. 


The old shop floor was plain- 


vanilla concrete. It will be floored 
with dress tile. And ,the entire 
shop will be given new light fix- 
tures and a decorating job. 


One of the pressing utilitar- 


ian needs is storage room for 
the vast bulk of supplies required 
by offset printing. We lost our 
original storage space when it 
had to be canabilized to make 
way for the big press and the 
twin photographic darkrooms. 
The south wall of the shop will, 
^e lined with new cabinet work.

invite you in for Open House.
